YOSlEhdT..  sodaichiro  cf  tho  Kpnpoitai  have  been 
duly  warned  that  I  an  not  obliged  to  uakc  a  statement  ,b4t  that  whutover 
I  say  will  bo  taken  down  and  nay  be  used  in  evidence,  wish  to  state 
voluntarily  us  followsj- 

in  September  19 1&  I  was  stetioned  in  the  reupei  Toi  at  EHAID. 
and  it  was  during  that  month  that  I  received  orders  fron  Capt.  ^ 
I'UIihKATA  inesuke  to  go  to  the  15th  or  17th  ille  north  from  Phono,  j  I 
Tmd  to  report  to  the  iLJh.  DlTTi.I  who  had  a  cun;:  thero.  I  went  there 
accompanied  by  SL>t,  Qfl’TA  Tamotsu  of  tho  I'cnpoitai,  ad  I  was  given  a 
party  of  soldiers  fron  the  gutai  under  command  of  a  sfc.  KATOs  I  think 
that  ho  had  four  nen  with  hiu. 

I  went  fron  tho  15th  or  17th  ifclc  up  tho  hill  to  EUUETluI 
acconpuniod  by  this  party  and  1  think  that  there  were  also  two  or 
three  policcncn. 

I  ordered  the  arrest  of  eight  people  when  we  reached  2ULE3RAI . 
ns  knew  that  there  were  some  spies  in  tho  area  and  hod  information 
that  these  ei^ht  people  wero  involved  in  the  activities  of  the  spies. 
gem  of  theso  ei£t  people  were  ftachins  and  son©  were  Chinese.  They 
wore  suspected  of  having  cone  over  the  perder  fron  China. 

•  1 e  took  theso  people  out  of  the  villago  and  on  the  way  down 
tho  hill  to  the  min  rood  wo  stopped  to  question  then.  The  interro¬ 
gation  confirmed  that  they  wore  spies.  1  earriod  out  the  interlocu¬ 
tion.  1  then  turned  then  over  to  s^t.  S..T0  of  tho  Hara  gutai  and 
gave  hin  a  verbal  report  of  r.y  findings.  SATO  ordered  about  five  or 
six  of  then  to  be  killed  and  they  were  killed  thero.  The  others  ran 
uwey  later  after  wo  had  reached  tho  camp. 
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OG1V..V.  went  all  tho  nay  with  us  and  1  think  that  ha  uiy  have 
intcrrogted  one  of  tho  prisoners,  but  he  took  no  other  part  in  the 
affairs. 


There  was  u  Japanese  dofoncc  post  at  EUIQRAI*  I  think  that 
the  reason  for  tho  people  boin,j  killed  was  in  order  to  prevent 
inf  carnation  looking  out  about  tho  jopeneso  dofonccs. 

The  above  statement  has  been  road  over  to  uo  by  an  ipterprotcj 
and  is  a  truo  account  of  what  I  have  stated  and  I  now  voluntarily 
append  uy  sUpnaturc  thereto  (YOSHE.1UA  Saduichiro).
